and Jobe. 
Those absent being 
Mrs. 
Dr. Hansbury, Harley W., Sydney L.. 
Della B. and Mrs. W. H. McGirk. 
He leaves one brother, A. J., 
of 
Ozark, and a sister, Mrs. C. Floyd, of 
Walden, Ark 
During the Civil W ar 
he served In the Confederate army. 
About 1880 he united with the Bap­ 
tist church at Ozark. 
Nearly eleven 
years ago, while living in Texas, he 
became Interested in "God's Plan of 
the Ages," and the explanations as set 
forth in the "Studies in 
Scripture,” 
and accepted these teachings as a cor­ 
rect and harmonious explanation of 
God’s dealings with mankind. 
Mr. Davis took as a basis of his re­ 
marks, John 5:28-29 (R. V.) and point­ 
ed out from the scriptures the condi­

believe that His judgment is very sim­ 
ilar today respecting the Doctors of 
Divinity of Christendom—“Ye have 
taken awny (ye have hidden) the Key 
of Knowledge; ye have not entered In 
yourselves, and them that were enter­ 
ing ye hindered.” 
Necessity For Knowledge, 
Knowledge of God, tho Bible de­ 
clares, is Indispensable for the attain­ 
ment of the great prize of the High 
Calling. Thus Jesus said, “This Is life 
eternal, that they may know Thee, the 
only True God, nnd Jesus Christ, 
whom Thou hast sent” (John xvii, 3.) 
We are not to understand this to sig­ 
nify that anyone who has merely been 
made acquainted with the fact that 
there is one Creator, and that Jesus Is 
His Son, Is on account of this knowl­ 
edge to be granted everlasting life.
